1. (Currently Amended) An information handling system, comprising: 
a content database for storing conten t, wherein the content is organized into at 

least one channel : 

means for receiving information relating to a subscriber personal profile 
comprising subscriber content preferences , wherein the subscriber content preferences 
comprise preferences for at least one preferred channel within the at least one channel : 

a texfr - to^aud i o conv e rter coupl e d to th e da t a b as e for conv e rt i ng te xtua l cont e nt 
to audio con ten t; 

a content controller for selecting content from the at least one preferred channel 
cont e nt databas e according to the subscriber content preferences; 

means for mixing content from the at least one preferred channel s ele ct e d 
co n t e nt a ccording to the subscriber personal profile comprising subscriber content 
preferences; 

a modulator coupled to the text-to-audio converter for modulating audio content 
to provide audio-modulated signals; and 

a transmitter coupled to the content database and to the means for mixing 
content f or transmitting mixed the-content from the at least one preferred channel t o a 
remote subscriber unit via a wireless link. 

2. (Original) The system of claim 1 , wherein the transmitter is a radio-frequency 
transmitter. 
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3. (Original) The system of claim 1 , wherein the transmitter operates under an 
analog cellular telephone protocol. 

4. (Original) The system of claim 1 , wherein the transmitter operates under a digital 
cellular telephone protocol. 

5. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1 wherein the subscriber tiser 
p e rsona l content preferences are providKl by a the-user of the remote subscriber unit 
via the wireless link, thereby identifying personal preferences. 

6. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1 wherein the subscriber content t tset 
preferences comprise music. 

7. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1 wherein the subscriber content t tsef 
preferences comprise information relating to a stock market. 

8. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1 wherein the subscriber content t tser 
preferences comprise infonmation relating to sports. 

9. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1 further comprising personalized 
channel mixing means for allowing a the-user of the remote subscriber unit t o specify 
the way tha t content i nformation from the at least one preferred channel d i ff e r e nt 
s ource s is combined when transmitted by the transmitter d eli ver e d . 

1 0. (Cunrently Amended) The system of claim_9 + wherein the personalized channel 
mixing means comprise alert mixing means for Vne user to specify updates of specified 
infomnation from a first channel t o be transmitted pr e s e n ted by_interrupting information 
from a t he default channel being transmitted pr e s e nt e d . 
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.1 1 . (Currently Amended) The system of claim 91- wherein the personalized channel 
mixing means comprise constant mixing means for the user to specify that mixed 
information from multiple channels sources of inf o rmation be transmitted to be played 
simultaneously at the remote subscriber unit . 

12. (Currently Amended) A method for a personal radio system comprising the steps 
of: 

receiving infonmation relating to a subscriber personal profile comprising 
subscriber content preferences; 

fetching content from a content database according to the subscriber content 
preference s, wherein the fetched content is organized into at least one channel : 

mixing content from the at least one channel into a stream of data fetched 
cont e nt a ccording to the subscriber personal profile comprising subscriber content 
preferences; and 

transmitting the stream of data c onte nt f or receipt by a user unit via a v^reless 
medium for audio rendering to a user of the user unit . 

1 3. (Original) The method of claim 12 further comprising converting the fetched 
content from text to audio and modulating a carrier signal with the audio for 
transmission to the user. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 12 further comprising transmitting a 
radio-frequency signal with the audio to the user. 

15. (Original) The method of claim 12 further comprising transmitting a signal with 
the audio using an analog cellular telephone protocol. 

16- (Original) The method of claim 12 further comprising transmitting a signal with 
the audio using a digital cellular telephone protocol. 
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17. (Currently Amended) The methcxJ of claim 12 wherein the subscriber content 
ttserpreferences comprise music. 

1 8. (Cunrently Amended) The method of claim 1 2 wherein the subscriber content 
tisefTjreferenoes comprise infomnation relating to a stock market. 

1 9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 12 wherein the subscriber content 
tjserpreferenoes comprise infomnatlon relating to sports. 



20. (Cunrently Amended) The method of claim 12 wherein the at least one channel 
comprises a plurality of channels and wherein the method f urther compris i ng comprises 
allowing the user to specify the way that the content from the plurality of channels 
i nformat i on from d i ff e rent sourc e s is combined when delivered to the user . 

21 . (Currently Amended) The method of claim 20 42 further comprising allowing the 
user to specify updates of specified information to be presented to the user by 
interrupting a the-default channel being presented to the user . 

22. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 20 -42 further comprising allowing the 
user to specify that combined information from multiple channels sourc e s of information 
be presented played-simultaneously to the user 
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23. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable medium for a personal radio system 
comprising the instructions for 

receiving infomnation relating to a subscriber personal profile comprising 
subscriber content preferences; 

fetching content from a content database according to the subscriber content 
preferences , wherein the fetched content is organized into at least one channel : 

mixing content from the at least one channel into a stream of data fetched 
content-according to the subscriber personal profile comprising subscriber content 
preferences; and 

transmitting the stream of data cont e nt f or receipt by a user unit via a wireless 
medium for audio rendering to a user. 

24. (Currently Amended) The medium of claim 23 further comprising instructions for 
converting the fetched content from text to audio and modulating a earner signal with 
the audio for transmission to the use r unit . 

25. (Currently Amended) The medium of claim 23 further comprising instructions for 
transmitting a radio-frequency signal with the audio to the user unit 

26. (Original) The medium of claim 23 further comprising instructions for transmitting 
a signal with the audio using an analog cellular telephone protocol. 

27. (Original) The medium of claim 23 further comprising instructions for transmitting 
a signal with the audio using a digital cellular telephone protocol. 

28. (Currently Amended) The medium of claim 23 wherein the subscriber content 
tiserpreferences comprise music. 

29. (Currently Amended) The medium of claim 23 wherein the subscriber content 
ttse^preferences comprise information relating to a stock market. 
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30. (Currently Amended) The nnedium of claim 23 wherein the subscriber content 
ttserpreferences comprise information relating to sports. 

31 . (Currently Amended) The medium of claim 23 wherein the at least one channel 
comprises a plurality of channels and wherein the medium f urther comprises 
instructions for c o mpris i ng allowing the user to specify the way that Information from 
different channels sourc es is combined in the transmitted stream of data when 
d el iv e r e d . 

32. (Currently Amended) The medium of claim 31 23 further comprising instructions 
for allowing the user to specify updates of specified information to be presented to the 
user by interrupting the default channel being presented to the user . 

33. (Currently Amended) The medium of claim 31 23 further comprising instructions 
for allowing the user to specify that content from multiple channels mu l t i p l e sourc e s of 
information be presented play e d simultaneously to the user . 



34. (New) The system of claim 1 , further comprising a client radio system comprising 
a text-to-audio converter for converting textual content to audio content. 

35. (New) The system of claim 1 1 , wherein a subset of the mixed infonnation from 
multiple channels is sent to one of a pluralrty of speakers. 

36. (New) The method of claim 22. wherein a subset of the combined infomnation 
from multiple channels is sent to one of a plurality of speakers.
